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The  annual  take  of  long-haired  furs  is  still  on  the  decrease 
although  the  demand  for  these  furs 5  chiefly  for  trimmings 5  is  now  on  the 
increase.  This  is  reflected  in  the  total  annual  takes  of  all  fur 
animals • 

Foxes  and  other  long-haired  furs  are  being  featured  for  next 
fall  and  winter  fashions*  Raccoons  are  now  meeting  a  good  demand^ 
special  interest  being  shown  in  northern  skins  of  the  heavy  shearing 
types o  The  market  is  also  becoming  a  bit  more  active  for  wolf  and  coyote 
skins o  These  spurts  for  long-haired  furs  is  caused  by  style  promotion 
for  trimming  furso  The  condition  of  the  domestic  raw  fur  market^  however^ 
is  yet  far  from  satisfactory. 

This  annual  report  is  issued  in  cooperation  with  the  State  game 
and  conseirvation  commissions ^  which  supply  the  statistical  data^  The 
State  commissions  and  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  realize  that  it  is 
important  for  the  public  to  know  how  much  of  the  national  wealth  in  furs 
is  harvested  each  year^  for  it  is  only  through  the  assembling  of  such 
data  that  the  annual  fur  take  can  be  so  regulated  as  to  ensure  tb3  pres- 
ervation of  an  adequate  breeding  stock. 

A  few  States  still  have  no  provision  for  keeping  a  record  of 
furs  taken  each  yearo  Until  every  State  establishes  sons  method  of 
recording  the  number  of  furs  taken^  no  one  will  know  exactly  how  many 
fur  animals  of  the  various  species  are  trapped  annually  in  the  United 
States .
